Th e state fair is a 
living institution th at combines material accom­ 
p lish ment with th e sp iritual and culluial ach ieve­ 
ment of California farmers and ranch ers over a 
y ear’s time. 
Imp o rta n t As In ven to ry 
As such , th e fair can serve two imp ortant p ur­ 
p oses. First, it can resolve itself into a vitally 
imp ortant inventory ; an occasion at wh ich th e 
agriculturally -minded p op ulace, y oung and old, 
can take stock of th emselves and th eir h andiwork 
to ascertain if th ey h ave made real p rogress dur­ 
ing th e p receding twelve month s of toil and some­ 
times great sacrifice. In th is task it sh ould bear 
th e same relation to th e industry as an inven­ 
tory does to any oth er ty p e of business or in­ 
dustry . 
Secondly , th e state fair can bring h ome th e 
p ainfully truth ful assertion th at th e agricultural 
industry , like all oth ers, is dangerously menaced 
by th e rap idly growing tax burden in th e state 
of California. 
As h as been stated, th e 1939 in­ 
come from farms and ranch es was $58 8 ,396,000.

Th ere is no question but th e weak, as well as 
th e strong, in our country will suffer untold h ard­ 
sh ip s, if th e p olicies advocated by Roosevelt are 
long continued. 
And if th is be true, th en it is 
not correct to say th at Roosevelt h as befriended 
th e reliefers. 
Would any man contend th at a fath er h ad be­ 
friended h is ch ildren, if h e brough t th em up in 
idleness and fed th em and did not teach th em 
h ow to earn th eir own living?

Th ey were say ing th e 
mach ine was to enable p eop le to 
p erform more work, not less.

Th e first consequences 
were 
economic. 
Th e five, esp ecially 
Germany on one side and Jap an on 
th e oth er, working 
h arder and 
consuming less, p ressed ch eap er 
goods on all th e markets of th e 
world. 
Th e th ree were unwilling 
to meet th is comp etition. To p ro­ 
tect th eir h igh er standards of liv­ 
ing and th eir social gains, th ey p ut 
tariff barriers against th ose ch eap ­ 
er goods. 
Th e American tariff 
was sp ecifically designed to equal­ 
ize differences in cost of p roduc­ 
tion, for of course it was unfair 
th at goods p roduced by p eop le 
working six ty and seventy h ours a 
week at low wages sh ould be p er­ 
mitted to comp ete with goods p ro­ 
duced by p eop le 
working forty 
h ours a week at h igh wages. 
But th e lean and h ungry na­ 
tions, esp ecially Germany , worked 
all th e h arder and consumed still 
less and sold goods over all tariff 
barriers; and th ey did it because 
th ey h ad to buy th e materials th ey 
needed for th e war mach ines th ey 
were building. 
Wh at follows is th e dire conse­ 
quence. 
Tariff walls are an eco­ 
nomic p rotection but of no mili­ 
tary value wh atever. 
Wh at a 
p leasant world it would be if y ou 
could stop th e aggressor with a 
p roh ibitive tariff, or by a tariff 
law aqualize a disp arity of mili­ 
tary p ower! 
Work inh erits th e earth . 
Th e 
p ower of th e aggressor is idea ex ­ 
ternalized by work. Wh at th e dic­ 
tator commands is labor. 
Note 
wh ere it was th at th e social mal­ 
ady 
of, unemp loy ment 
became 
ch ronic. Not in th e lean and h un­ 
gry countries. It was th e p roblem 
of th e th ree rich 
countries, and 
most acute in th e rich es1 of all, 
our own. Only a rich country can 
afford unemp loy ment. 
In h is annual message to Con­ 
gress, January 4, 1939, President 
Roosevelt said: "Th e first duty of 
our statesmansh ip 
today is to 
bring cap ital and man p ower to­ 
geth er. 
Dictatorsh ip s do th is by 
main force. . . . However we ab­ 
h or th eir meth ods, we are com­ 
p elled to admit th at th ey h ave 
obtained substantial utilization of 
all th eir material and h uman re­ 
sources. Like it or not, th ey h ave 
solved, for a time at least, th e 
p roblem of idle men and idle cap ­ 
ital.” 
We are looking at it, but in an 
oblique manner, not seeing it for 
wh at it was. 
We kep t th inking 
and writing about it as Nazism, 
Communism, a p h ilosop h y of state, 
or wh at else, wh ereas it was a 
very old th ing. 
Th ose wh o will 
intelligently and p urp osefully p er­ 
form th e most work will p ossess 
th e world. Eith er th ey will dom­ 
inate it economically or th ey will 
take it by force, and th ere is no 
h elp for it. But we made no such 
deduction. 
Neith er 
did 
Great 
Britain or France. 
We went o n slo wing do wn o ur 
industrial 
machine, 
killing o ur 
surplus, limiting th e ho urs o f la­ 
bo r, div iding the wo rk, subsidizing 
y o uth to keep it in scho o l and o ff 
the labo r market, giv ing pensio ns 
to the elders in 
o rder to retire 
them so o ner fro m the labo r mar­ 
ket at the o ther end o f the scale, 
spending mo re than a billio n a y ear 
in unemplo y ment relief—and when 
all o f this no twithstanding, the 
mo re abundant life with less wo rk 
did no t appear, the brilliant little 
do cto rs at Washingto n 
began to 
write and lecture o n the strange 
case o f a y o ung co untry that was 
prematurely and suddenly o ld. We 
were arriv ing at what they called 
& static eco no my . 
Nev er again 


would th ere be work enough for 
every body . 
Th at was th e best 
th ey could do wh o did not know 
wh at th ey were doing. Th e Gov­ 
ernment did not know. Th e p eop le 
did not care too much to know, 
because th e evangel of an easier 
life, every one wh o h ad not h ad 
enough now to h ave more for less 
ex ertion, was ex tremely attrac­ 
tive.

For a free p eop le it is th e law 
of necessity th at acts in p lace 
of a dictator. But it is a 
very 
h ard law, and it is h uman to rebel 
against it. Here was a Govern­ 
ment say ing th ere was an easier 
way , say ing th ere was already 
p lenty and surp lus if only it were 
p rop erly divided. Leave th at to 
th e Government. It would p lan th e 
economic sch eme and administer 
it. On borrowed money , and it 
may be on. borrowed 
time, 
it 
undertook first to restore all val­

th ere was ap p arently a surp lus of 
labor.

Th e 
th ing to do, th erefore, 
was 
to 
sh orten th e h ours of labor; less

First, th e revolt against neces­ 
sity , th e p h antasy of p roducing 
less and consuming more, th e sur­ 
render of self-resp onsibility to a

We h ave been alway s a 
very 
h ard-working p eop le, and for th at 
reason we h ad been able to

American destiny . But no h arder 
work.

sp lit into two factions for a mock 
figh t.

Th ey h ave now come into th e 
op en, after several y ears of evas­ 
ion, with a frank declaration th at 
any one wh o resigns from th e guild 
may be p ermanently ex p elled from 
membersh ip and th us made in­ 
eligible for emp loy ment in any 
closed sh op . 
Th e p restige of th e Presidency 
of th e United States, wh ich is 
Mrs. Roosevelt’s sole qualification

Th e two men wh o originally 
got th e fly ing colonel on th e air 
are Fulton Lewis, enterp risinng 
radio newscaster, and William R. 
Castle jr., 
under-secretary 
of 
state during th e Hoover adminis­ 
tration. 
Castle now denies em­ 
p h atically th at h e is h aving any ­ 
th ing to do with recent broad­ 
casts, wh ile Lewis intimates th at 
th e farth er h e keep s away from 
Lindbergh ’s microp h one th e bet­ 
ter. 
Th e man wh o now seems to 
be close to th e fly ing colonel is 
Colonel Robert McCormick, p ub­ 
lish er of th e Ch icago Tribune, 
wh o is violently anti-British and 
p ro-ap p easement. Wh eth er or not 
McCormick insp ired Lindbergh ’s 
latest sp eech is not known, but 
Lindbergh was McCormick’s h ouse 
guest wh ile in Ch icago, and also 
it is interesting to note th at th e 
broadcast originated over WGN 
(World’s 
Greatest 
Newsp ap er), 
wh ich is McCormick’s radio sta­ 
tion. 
My sterio us Co lo nel Smith 
Anoth er man wh o h as been close 
to Lindbergh is Colonel Truman 
Smith , of U.S. army intelligence, 
and th e army ’s ch ief sp ecialist on 
Germany . 
Colonel Smith was stationed at 
Fort Benning before th e advent 
of Hitler, wh en some German of­ 
ficers came th ere for training. 
He became a great friend of th e 
officers, and as military attach e 
in Berlin several y ears later, re­ 
newed th at friendsh ip . 
In fact 
h e was giving amazingly accurate 
information regarding th e Ger­ 
man army . 
For 
instance, wh en Germany 
moved into Poland last y ear, Col­ 
onel Smith was able to tell th e 


p roduce th em in time, or at all, 
we sh all h ave to work h arder.
